Afiything that beara on the question 
of cost of producing potatoes is of cs- 
pecial interest now to farmers, in view 
of their losses on account of the Jow 
market that has prevailed since Inst 
year's harvest, 

To consider in detail the itema that 
enor Into the cost of production in 
Arooatook County was the object of a 
meoting of growers held recently at. 
Presque Isle, A number of the mogt 
extensive farmers of the county had 
been asked to come ‘prepared to submit 
figures of actual costsof operation ot 
their farms. .The mccting was attend- 
ed by 142. farmery from the various 
towns in which potatoos.are the princ}- 
pal staph “¢rop, 

The University of Maine, Callege of 
Agriculture, had. beeu invited to send 
& represontatiye to the meeting. M.D, 
Jones, farm management demonstrator 
of the agricultural extension service, 
was present in response to this invita- 
tion. He expressed a’ desire to he af 
service fn arriving at the object for 
which the meeting was. called, and men- 
tioned the nesistanee that had buen ren. 
dered through the extension d- partment 
of the vollege in getting at the cost of 
prodnetion. of sweet cori and milk. The 
information obtained in this line by the 
sweet corn growers of Maine in 1919 
enabled them to get a better price for 
their product, the total dnerease in the 
atate that season amounting to approxi 
mately $300,000,

Ward of Limestone, WH. &. Cambridge 
of Westield, Grover Cleaves af Presque 
Tale and, W. P, Hamilton of Caribou, 
Mr. Hamiflion representing the farm of 
Tilgar Russ, all prosented the data re- 
lating to cost of production on their 
farms.
